committee  thought  it  had  been 
shot.  Shortly  following  the 
blast,  Steve  Sprole  of  Scituate 
finished  third,  while  David 
Lord  and  John  Kean  came  in 
fourth  and  fifth,  respectively. 

The  Mariner  would  like  to 
thank  the  Yacht  Club  for 
allowing  its  reporter  on  the 
committee  boat  with  commit- 
tee members  Susan  McVeigh 
and  Jeff  Nothagle,  and  club 
steward  Cliff  Dickson,  who 
reminds  one  not  a little  of 
Jaws’  "Quint, ” and  who  we 
discovered  does  in  fact  have 
some  real-life  white  shark 
experience. 

Dickson  said  until  recently 
he  and  Jack  Lowes  from 
Indian  Trail  held  the  record  for 
harpooning  a 1.700  pound 
white  shark  in  Cohasset 
waters  in  1956.  The  jaws  are  in 
the  Scituate  home  of  Mrs. 
J.W.  Lowes.
